Roosevelt,

federal spending, began his term as a budget trimmer 
He made an attempt to reduce the ordinary expenses 
of government. 
In the meantime he opened the way to an increase 
in gross expenditures by inaugurating the distinction 
between ordinary and emergency spending. The latter 
classification quickly became the more important. It 
drowned out all sound of economy. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first budget m essage was calculated 
to give the country a severe shock by naming a de­ 
ficit larger than the public was prepared to accept. 
Once acceptance was made, however, the way was 
opened for a pleasant surprise when the deficit failed 
to come up to the official estim ate. However, large 
increases in the coi.t of government were piling up all 
the time under this ingenious arrangement. 
In contrast to it was the budget announced at the 
beginning of the present session of congress. The new 
budget was calculated to reassure the country, rather 
than to shock it. 
Instead of anticipating the worst 
that could happen, it anticipated the best that couiti 
happen. The budget simply Ignored certain unpleasant 
facts. Passage of the bonus bill upset it completely 
Obviously, the administration’s current policy is to 
make an impression of Interest in economy on the 
public. Unfortunately, however, the policy is in con­ 
flict with the profligate extravagance which has been 
practiced up to this time. The public finds it im ­ 
possible to take economy talk seriously. 
It suspects 
the spending will go on, that President Roosevelt is 
neither willing nor able to reduce it and that economy 
talk is for popular effect. By their works he shall 
know them.

From out of a dense wilderness, broken only 
by the small waters of Brush creek and unin­ 
habited save lor the wandering Jed men Who 
made their way along the old Tuscarawas valley 
trail, there sprang a settlem ent in the early years 
of the 19th century. 
Today, this once isolated spot in Columbiana 
county is the village of Millport, and 
down 
through the history of this small community 
there has been one organization most prominent 
in its development . . . the Bethesda Presby­ 
terian church. 
The first settlers of the community, profound 
in their worship of God, soon realized that two 
things were necessary; one, a church, and the 
other, a burial ground. 
Occasional ministration to the people of the 
community by Rev. Clement Vallandigham, pastor 
of the New Lisbon Presbyterian church, who con­ 
ducted services in the barn or log cabin of Hugh 
Linn, showed them their need of a church, and in 
September of 1820 they culminated in the organi­ 
zation of the Bethcsda Presbyterian church. 
The foundation of Presbyterianism had been 
well-laid by the fathers of the community and 
the founders of the church were thoroughly in­ 
doctrinated and taught to adhere to and <herish 
the Calvinistic faith. 
Poor, yet bound together in their Christian 
faith, the men of the community hewed logs and 
hauled them to the cleared ground, where in 1822 
the first church was raised. 
The building was 
about 50 feet long and 30 feet wide with three 
pine doors and .in aisle extending lengthwise from 
door to door upon the east and west ends. The 
seats were made of oak and constructed at home 
by the various families. 
The first pastor of the church was Rev. James 
Robertson, who was born at Fortingall-Perthshire, 
Scotland, and educated in St. Andrews university. 
He served until October 3, 1827. 
Succeeding Rev. Robert1 on, Rev. Joshua Beer, 
a cool, calm, sound and orthodox minister, be­ 
came pastor of the church and served until 1834 
The salary of those days was merely nominal 
As for example, the salary of Rev. Beer was $50 
a year besides provisions of various kinds, with 
but one exception. It Is said he would not accept 
beans. 
During the pastorate of Rev. Beer there were 
troublesome times. Differences of opinions and 
various judgm ents in political views, unprotected 
■by prudence and inflamed by unchecked passions, 
were introduced and involved in church relations, 
bringing sad breaches in the membership. 
In the spring of 1835, Rev. J. B. G raham suc­ 
ceed ^ Rev. Beer as a stated supply for one year, 
dividing his time equally between the Bethesda 
church and one at Bethel.

Rev. Robertson returned again for his second 
pastorate in 1837 and the church passed through 


10 years of growth and prosperity while he occu­ 
pied the pulpit, until June of 1847. 
For 50 years Rev. Robertson labored for his 
Master, 17 of them at the Bethesda church. In 
his stem , outspoken, radical, yet well-meaning 
way, lcarmg nothing, zealous, earnest and faith­ 
ful. he was a true disciple of God. He died in 
Hanoverton in December of 1856. 
So much for the early pastors of the church. 
The succeeding ministers have all been faithful 
to their congregations, hard-working and sincere 
in their efforts. 
In 1854 the present church edifice was erected, 
just back of the old site, at a cost of $2,239. The 
new house was dedicated by prayer and accompa­ 
nied with a sermon by the pastor, Rev. Robert 
Dickson, D. D. 
One of the most notable days in the history of 
the church happened during the pastorate of Rev. 
David M. Miller. 
The event was the coming of the Confederate 
general. John Morgan, and his band of southern­ 
ers, who passed near the church on the Babbath 
morning, seizing the horses of the worshippers 
and frightening the men and women. 
Pande­ 
monium broke out and the services, both by the 
pastor and the people, were completely forgotten. 
Rev. Miller borrowed a sword from an armed 
citizen and set out In pursuit of Morgan's band, 
and remained in the chase until the Confederate 
general was captured near West Point. 
Upon several occasions largo additions In mem­ 
bership were made to the church, especially in 
the winter of 1869 when 43 members were added 
to the congregation. 
In 1871 the church became a part of the 
Presbytery of New Lisbon but was later affili­ 
ated with the Steubenville presbytery when the 
Lisbon section was divided and discontinued. 
In May of 1878 u parsonage was purchased 
in Millport and was eventually repaired and en­ 
larged. The church was repupered and painted 
also in 1878. 
Each year, since Its organization, has brought 
additional success to the Bethesda church until 
it Is now one of the outstanding rural churches 
in Columbiana county. 
Rev. O. Sloan Whitacre is the present pastor 
and has served benevolently since Sept. 24, 1930.
